been known, nor is it likely it ever 
will be. A few years ago it was of- 
fered for sale at a very high price. 


Chester A. Arthur took the oath of 


office just after midnight at his home 
in New York city Sept. 20, 1SS1. The 
Bible used was one belonging to1 the 
then chief justice of the state of New 
York. It is cherished by the Judge's 
family as an heirloom. 


On March 4. 18S5. when G rover 


Cleveland was inaugurated president 
for the first time, he, like Garfield, 
kissed the Holy Book which was given 
to him by his mother. It was a small 
volume, bound in red leather, and was 
presented to him many years before. 
The book is now in the possession of
